Claims 2, 3, 4, 6, 8-10 and 
19-21 fall within this elected group and read upon the election. 

Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, the single species (A) of methods and products 
wherein the markers are proteins. 

Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, the single species (B) of an endometrial marker 
from Table 1, namely the protein chaperonin 10, from among the allegedly patentably distinct 
group of markers listed in tables 1, 4, 5 or 6 and including those with specified SEQ ID NOs. 

All pending claims 2, 3, 4 ? 6, 8-10 and 19-21 read upon the election. 
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
